Scene: July 4. The Lincoln Memonal- 
its alabastard columns and its simple dig- 
nity-symbolic. Its like the Parthenon, the 
Coleseum and the Reichstag——symbolic 
of an empire. Undimmed by human tears 
but gaddamned sooty from the polution. 

Pan back: The army chorus, senators, 
congressmen, Kate Smith, Bob Hope, The 
Army band, 4,000 hard hats, Nixon fre- 
aks, flag freaks, God’s own prophet — thec 
gospel of Amerika incarnate——Billy Gra- 
ham, a huge Amenkan Flag, and your 
mother and father on the steps in front 
of the memorial. They are singing the 
Star Spangled Banner, which as you 
know is the former national anthem. 
Some guys somewhere in back of the 
memonial are firing a fifty-six gun salute. 

Pan back further: Two thousand fre- 
aks on the banks of and inside the re- 
flecting pool doing a number of interest- 
ing things including: (a) giving the scene 
in front of them (1) the fist, and (2) the 
finger; and (b) just sitting there saying 
“far out, far fucking out!” 

It seems we had the smoke-in after all. 

Right-a-Wrong ripped us off, and the 
“movement heavies” couldn't get togeth- 
er, so we did. what we've always done, 
from Woodstock to the last Balto-Cong 
demonstration in May——we just did it 
ourselves——TOGETHER. 

There was no admission, there was no 
fences, no speeches, no collections, no 


march routes, and NO fucking marshalls. 

People started arriving as early as 
Thursday and the D.C. free community 
put them up until The Big Day. Some 


crashed on the grounds of the Waskingtor 
Monument on Fnday night. Unfortunate- 
ly they were forced to play a rather un- 
friendly game of hide and go gas with the 
local contabulary. | heard they didn't mi- 
nd it too much though. Matter of fact, 
some of the people | talked too kind of 
dug it. Of course, they were stoned when 
I talked to them. 

I arrived at dawn - stoned. There we- 
re about three hundred freaks there then— 
including a large contingent of Yippies 
who were painting people’s faces with 
orange and blue war paint. I got some of 
the blue, but none of the orange. 

Everyone was sitting on the lawn in 
front of the Washington Monument smo- 
king them funny loaking cigarettes and 
puffing on pipes. I joined them. Fast 

Was the dope good? Let met put it this 
way—-—I took fifteen pictures before | 
realized I had no film in my camera. 
Yeah, it was good dope. 

By nine »’clock the crowd numbered 
around a thousand — all stoned. The Billy 
Graham Honor America Before it Honors 
You Buddy Day Ceremonies were getting 
ready at the Lincoln Memorial so I walk- 
ed over to the area of the press trailer so’s 
I could get press credentials. | was pre- 
vented from doing so by a cop. 

“I can’t even get into the press trailer 
to see whether I can get credentials?”’ I 
said. 

“That’s right.” 

“Oh.” 

I was really stoned. 

After an uneventful stroll around the 
reflecting pool and Lincoln Memorial—— 


well, | did rip off an Amerikan Flag from 
a vendor and tie it upside down around 
my arm——|1 walked back to the Washing- 
ton Monument grounds and found that 
the number of freaks had almost doubled. 
Upon visiting the Yippie tent (a large tree) 
somebody laid a tab of that dynamite 
white acid on me——FREE! Yippies are 
like that. 

From then on things became a little 
strange. Let's see——I remember npping 
off a vendor for a box of Crackerjax. I re- 
member that. 

Well, | trucked on over to the Lincoln 
Memorial again and found that there were 
lots of freaks in the reflecting pool. Just 
then Deliverance Billy and Friends cran- 
cked up their Gods and began their show. 

There was one disturbance at the Lin- 
coln Memorial end of the pool when the 
cops used horses to keep the freaks from 
storming the ceremonies. Couple of peo- 
ple got kicked in the head by the horses. 

I got off. 

I’m afraid you're going to have to ask 
your friends about the details of what 
happened after that because——well, 1 
know what | saw but it’s hard to tell how 
accurate any of this is. 

For instance, I don’t think the Lincoln 
Memorial Rally turned into the Reichstag. 
1 mean there really weren’t any Nazi 
flags, were there? 

As far as I can figure out, there was 
some head busting and gassing. This may 
have been caused by things like the Yip- 
pies liberating a giant supermarket open- 
ing floodlight, tossing it in the pool and 
using it as a raft. 


Sees Apocalypse, Digs It. 


By the way there was a huge thunder- 
storm — --high winds, lightning, and lots of 
rain. We caused that. There was so much 
fucking freak energy that it directed it- 
self upwards and the fury of the heavens 
broke lcose on Bob Hope’s festivities. 
Well, its a nice thing to believe anyway. 

One disturbing thing—-—and I have no 
logical basis for this statement. It’s just a 
vibration I felt. This is going to be the 
last D.C. good time demonstration. Don't 
ask me why. 

“So it was fun. It was also a microcosm 
of the revolution. It was a confrontaiion 
on an intellectual level with the empire 
we're trying to get nd of, when we smo- 
ked dope at the base of the Washington 
Monument with a couple of hundred 
cops watching, and later when we skir- 
mished with the police. 

It was a confrontation on a personal 
level when we had to deal with the strai- 
ghts there p2rsorify ng our cultural strug- 
gle first and our relationship to our fa- 
milies second. That part was heavy. it is 
quite easy to TALK about smashing the 
state, offing the pigs, and trashing the op- 
pressors, but DOING IT—-—when you're 
face to face to face with “ordinary” si- 
lent majority freaks who don’t wear cop 
uniforms and are unarmed is another 
thing altogether. 

I wonder——when faced with this bind 
of confrontation——how many revolution- 
aries would stick their thumbs in their 
mouths and curl up in a mentally foetal 
position. 

I sure don't have the answer to that 
one, heavy rap fans.

Philip Ber- 
ngan and David Eberhardt, are in solitary 
confinemen! at Lewisburg prison. | am 
also told that the two have begun a 
hunger strike in protest. 

It is no longer realistic, in the case 
of these men, to speak of ‘political 
pnsoners, in any legitimate sense. Phil- 
ip and David, along with Bobby Seale 
and many others, are simply hostages 
of war. Aguinst all precedent, they have 


been held for. several manthe in high 
security proson, although invanably, war 
resisters are sent into low secunty tederal 


camps such us Lewisburg Farm, or Allen- 
wood. They have been told there will be 
no disposition of their case. until | my- 
self have been captured or have surren- 
dered. Moreover, their séntence of 6 
years tor destruction of draft) tiles, re- 
mains unchanged, because for 10 days 
in Apnl, they had retused to surrender 
to the FBI. (Meantiine, the sentence of 
Tom Lewis, who gave himself in, was re- 
duced by half.) In simple mathematics, 
Philip and David are paying 3 years of 
their lives, in exchange for 10 days ut 
large. a ratio of punishment which re- 
calls Nazi or Fascist treatment of war 
hostages in the “40s. It 1s above all im- 
Portant that we joi our resistance a- 
gainst such acts, to the fate of all such 
hostages--whether Panthers, South Viet- 
nam Buddhists and students, Amencan 
Indians or Chicanos. There can be no 
amnesty for a few, while degradation, iso 


fation, and even death, await others. 
ithee-wan_we be satisfied if the justice 


~ departmentécasts us a few crumbs in the 


form of a mitigated sentence or less in- 
human treatment of white prisoners; whi- 
le on domestic and foreign fronts, the 
war against human dignity, life, freedom, 
continues with unabated ferocity. 

{ shall myself remain at large for as 
long as possible, writing, speaking, in- 
citing the consciences of others to re- 
sist, by illegal méWWS where necessary, 
the warmaking, racist policies of the 
American government. I thus join with 
all prisoners whose captivity throughout 
the world is ‘in the best interests’ of a 
government we repudiate. 

The meaning of Philip’s and David's 
action is by no means to call attention 
to their own plight. We ask our fnends 
to consider this, so that their reaction 
is a genuine resistance. We must enlarge 
the underground, enlarge the scope of 
non-violent attacks on inhuman proper- 


ties, expose the common fate of all pri- 


soners; expose the pernicious roots of a 
system of which pmsoners, along with 
the dead, are the despised and inevitable 
‘waste product.

Baltimore was the scene of a most 
unigue wedding on June 27. A former 
nun, Mary Cain, and a former pnest, 
Anthony Scoblick, who met each other 
on their way to a dratt board raid in 
Boston last fall (the Boston &), had 
invited several hundred fmends to witness 
their marrage at St. Augustine's Lutheran 
Church. The Cathohe Archdiocese would 
not allow the wedding to take place in 
any of their churches. 

\s guests and relatives arrived at the 
church, it became apparent that sevesl 
FBI agents were under the impression 
that the wedding was open to the public. 
When asked who invited them, one secret 
agent replied with great force, “‘We in- 
vited ourselves.’ As usual, feds do not 
know how to dress, and several, decked 
out in gaily-colored sport shirts, took 
places in the church pews. One said hello 
to me to prove he knew my name. I 
said hello to him to prove I knew his 
name. Several guests began taking pic- 
tures of all the uninvited guests. Many 
of the agents fled in a hurry. 

When the wedding began, several feds 
moved half way up each aisle and stood 


with arms folded in front of every door. 


Simultaneously, about 30 more feds en 
tered the hall beneath the church and 
began a search. They had no search war- 
rant and explained they were looking for 
a fugitive named Daniel Berrigan. They 
demanded keys to locked doors. A cere- 
monial balloon popped, and a nervous 
fed drew his gun and exclaimed, “‘a shot!” 
There followed more guns, more ner- 
vousness, more confusion, and more hos- 

As the guests began to leave, each 
was followed by two agents in “‘un- 
marked cars.’’ Several guests were fol- 
lowed as far away as Wildwood, New Jer- 
sey. Approximately 40 otuer guests pre- 
determined to shake any followers and 
scattered all over the city, safely and suc- 
cesstully regrouping several hours later. 
The bride and groom easily shook the 
agents and escaped for a pnvate honey- 
moon. If Father Dan were there, he could 
have easily gotten away. 

A number of agents had come all the 
way from New York, apparently reason- 
ably certain that this talk of a wedding 
was all a code for a secret meeting with 
the elusive Father Dan. The travel ex-

Furthermore, the Pavilion has developed

penses, the food, the motel arrangements, 
the weekend overtime, etc., for upwards 
of $0 FRI agents stupid enough to think 
they could catch Dan, cost taxpayers 
thousands of dollars. 
But Father Dan was not to be

When the wedding was finished, the 
men blocked off the downstairs and 
searched the upstairs, under pews and 
around the altar. The pastor witnessed 
his entire church being taken apart in a 
futile search for a fugitive from injustice 
who was not there. One guest. a nalive 
of Germany, remarked how he was ~2- 
minded of the 1940's under the Nazis. 
The agents hung around outside dunng 
the reception, causing such a spectacle 
that crowds of people began gathenng 
on street comers to figure out who these 
strange people were. 

Dan himself has said, ‘‘My case offers 
interesting evidence of a striking failure 
of power, beginning with the FBI and 
extending even to Vietnam. It is a failure 
of overkill technology, of pacification, 
of search and destrey missions, of Viet- 

namixation, of indiscriminate trampling 

és.” O Unwed, 
29 May 1970). Meanwhile Dan continues 
to speak out from the front and back 
Pages of the newspapers and NBC News. 
His statement printed here is a special 
message to all HARRY readers in behalf 
of his brother, Philip, and HARRY’s 
Editor-in-jail, Dave Eberhardt. 

As HARRY goes to press, Father Dan 
strikes again. This time his voice was 
heard over a loud speaker at a rally 
at Bucknell University in Lewisburg, baf- 
fling FBI agents as to its source. The 
demonstration at Lewisburg Thursday 
planned to march to the entrance of the 
Lewisburg Penitentiary in support of the.

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AFTERMATH

Holy jumpin’ Jeheshaphat, L‘il Abner 
just ran down the Mall at the University 
of Maryland shouting, “Revolution, revo- 
lution NOW!! Mammy Yokun’s sayin’, 
“What's gettin into these young’ uns? 
and Fearless Fosdick is trying to sniff oul 
marijuana in the classrooms. Despite what 
the Administration down at College Park 
would like us to believe, all is not quiet 
on the campus, there is a Revolution. 

These past two weeks saw 87 students 
and faculty of the University of Maryland 


brought to trial in Upper Marlboro. They 
were the Skinner 87 arrested on Marcn 


24 in Skinner Hall which houses the Phil- 
osophy Department. The occupation of 
Skinner Hall occurred after it was decid- 
ed that two faculty members cf the 
Philosophy Department, Peter J. Gold- 
stone and C. Richard Reelefs, would not 
be granted tenure. 

The granting of tenure is a realm in 
which students have no say. Decisions are 
handed down by the department head 
and senior faculty members of that de- 
partment. Dr. Walter E. Schlaretzki,chair- 
man of the Phil Department, stresses in a 
memorandum from February tnat “one 
cannot have a realistic notion of what 
may reasonably be expected of an indivi- 
dual except on the basis of fairly oroad 
acquaintance with other individuals at 
comparable states in their careers.’ Hen- 
ce he would seem to be saying students 
are in no position to judge their instruc- 
tors with respect to the quality of their 
teaching. 

If you've never been to the town of 
Upper Marlboro where the Prince Geo- 
rges County Circuit Court is, don’t go 
there. Ranking only next to some of the 
towns on the Eastern Shore, it is the 
most fucked-up place in Maryland. A col- 
to hope for a not guilty verdict, acquit- 
tal, or even leniency in sentence for first 
offenders. Four days were spent in court 
for what was originally 87 people, this 
number dwindling down to 75 (convict- 


ed) because two accepted probation with- 


out verdict, | was a faculty member who 
had permission to be in the building, | 
was arrested on a separate charge, and se- 
veral could not bema@entified from pic- 
tures taken inside the building and after 
the bust. 

The trial began on June 29 with two 
judges presiding, Judge Russell Parker 
and Judge Robert Mathias. The defense 
was led by Kar! Feissner, one of the four 
attorneys. At the opening of the tnal 
there was a great debate over decorum. 
The judges did riot like the way the de- 
fendants were dressed. Shirt-tails outside 
of pants were regarded as contempt. On 
the first day one defendant ‘was held in 
contempt for putting his feet on the ra- 


diator. The courtroom had 15-20 county 
at all times and at first 0 

one was permitted to leave or enter dur- 

ing the trial, although it was an open'tnal. 


On Tuesday a defendant came in 5 minu- 
tes late and was fined $25.00. Twenty 
minutes later five defendants came in and 
were immediately arrested. They were put 
in the lock-up and held without bail through 
lunch. The judge then lectured them on 
being late and found that they had had a 
flat tire on the way down. So what’s that 
to the judge? Numerous times Mathias, 
who did most of the talking, gavelled ex- 
cessively for order when there was the 


least bit of audience response to what a 


witness said. One judge pointed out, “If 
you don’t have respect for this court 
when you come in here, you will when 
you leave.” 
The first two days of the trial were 
Amarily spent in eliciting testimony 
state troopers who were in on the 
pany of these being from places 
wk and Hagerstown. Each pig 
be had been working, squ- 
vith, and the like before 
appened the night of 
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March 24. There was no objection from 
the defense. However, when several de- 
fendants got up and attempted to give 
their qualifications such as grade point | 
averages and employment status, the pro- 
secution refused to allow such statements 
from defense witnesses. Frequently Mar- 
shall stopped witnesses from giving state- 
ments about what happened after the 
first order to clear thesbuilding was given 
at 8:00 on the night of March 23. Still 
Marshall continued to emphasize this as 
a major point in what the students 
did in the building during the take-over. 
If he could attack the students’ actions, 
statements were relevant, if he couldn't 
then he objected to statements which 
were a Significant part of the defense’s 
case. All this the judges agreed to. 

The defense argued its case on the ba- 
sis that the students had the permission 
of the Phil. Department faculty to stay 
in the building and therefore were legal- 
ly there. When the Rev. David J. Loomis, 
a defendant, was put on the stand, the 
prosecution argued that as an ordained 
minister Loomis had no right to be in- 
volved in a protest, saying “This man is a 
disgrace to his profession and his coun- 

ry.” Loomis tried to explain what hap- 
pened during the occupation and Marsh- 
all said, ‘You'll be answering my ques- 
tions not making explanations. ’’ Repeat 
edly Marshall asked Loomis if he had di- 
rected -the students to sit down and sing 
patriotic songs. Finally it came down to 
Marshall saying to Loomis, “Basically, 
you were the leader.’ To this there was 
much laughter throughout the courtroom 
and it appeared that Marshall was not ab- 
le to convince the jury of Loomis’ total 
and complete leadership of the take- 
over."’ The prosecution stated that since 
a ee Pd due arebbane tO recaain in 
the building, they, too, ought to be on 
trial. 

The jury of seven men and five women 
took 50 minutes to arrive at a decision of 
guilty on the state trespassing law. The 
convicted now await sentencing with ma- 
ximum penalties of six months in jail and 
a $1,000 fine. At this time pre-sentencing 
investigations of the defendants are still 
being carned on and no date for senten- 
cing has been set. 

Finally, it is interesting to note tkct 
Arthur Marshall, prosecuting attorney, 
does not usually take small cases which 
this is considered to be. However, he is 
running for re-election this year. His 
handling of a case like this of rebellious 
college students could have a lot to do 
with his getting re-elected. Feissner in his 
summary after Marshall said, “‘] won't 
wax as eloquently but then I’m not mun- 
ning for office.’’ Judge Parker, who was 
half-asleep, woke up and asked for a re- 
petition of that statement and then said, 
“We won't have politics in this court,” to 
which Feissner replied, “‘I agree.” 

On the University scene everyone se- 
ems to have withstood the effects of the 
Strike but it is questionable what will 
happen now. During the Strike, U. of Md. 
was kept open but some instructors can- 
celled classes for many reasons, some be- 
ing danger to lives. some for political rea- 
sons. At this time it is said that R. Lee 
Hombake, Vice President of Administra- 
tive Affairs, is gathering a list of all these 
instructors who did cancel their regularly 
scheduled classes and some state political 
figures and alumni have called for the 
firing of these people or stem disciplinary 
measures. The “Aylward Proposal” in its 
first paragraph stipulates, ‘‘For students 
who wish to continue, classes and exam- 
inations will be held as scheduled. The 
University expects every instructor to 
continue to meet his classes in a profes- 
sional manner.” Although this is not bi- 
nding legally. it may be the basis for a 
case against those who did cancel classes 
since the ‘‘Proposal’’ was approved by 
Wilson H. Elkins, President of the Uni- 
versity. 

The members of the Anthropology 

~ Department are some of those who decid- 
ed to end formal teaching situations be- 


cause of the presence of the military on 
campus. Dr. Aubrey Williams, head of 
Anthropology, said that many times Gu- 
ardsmen just walked nght into class- 
rooms. If the door was closed they'd 
open it and come in with their nfle and 
bayonet out, making for a potentially 
dangerous situation. On occasion under- 
cover agents followed Williams to and 
from his classes. Of this he sayz, “Obvi- 
ously these are not normal teaching con- 


ditions nor are they conducive to the pro- 
cess of learning.” At the May 20 meeting 
of all department heads, Dr. Williams re- 
commended closing the University on the 
grounds of the danger to lives as evi- 
denced through Kent State and Jackson 
State. He was jeered and booed by other 
department heads, the so-called ‘‘man of 
great iearning.”’ Once he sat down he was 
called obscene names by those around 
him. The. University could never appear 
to give in to a group of ill-bred radicals.

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There are a few important general points to be made 
about venereal diseases (VD) especially the two major 
ones syphilis and gonorrhea (the clap). The discussion 
to follow assumes the reader, if a victim of one of these, 
diseases, wishes to get prompt diagnosis and treatnient 
and preserve his or her own and his or her partner(s) 
health, since there are much easier ways to commit sui- 
cide (or murder). 

All venereal diseases are astronomically on the nse, 
particularly among the young, and even more among 
the hip communities with close and frequent sexual 
contact. This is quite important to realize, because if 
you live in such a group, your chances of having or 
getting VD are excellent. (The “East Village” and 
The Haight both had epidemics.) It is essential to have 
frequent medical checkups as a routine at a minimum 
of every 6 months, and preferably every 3 months, 
and at the first sign of anv of the symptoms descnhed 
below. This periodic checkup is even more important 
for females. Very frequently women have syphilis 
and/or gonorthea with no symptoms at all. From this 
last statement you can gather that a person can have 
more than one venereal disease at the same time. This 
is frequently the case. This is why doctors will always 
do a blood test for syphilis no matter which venereal 
diseases you have. Syphilis frequently has no symp- 
toms or is masked by another disease, even in men, 
and will cause insanity and death. (It can also destroy 
the heart and bones, kill babies born of syphilitic 
mothers, and attack various and assorted other organs 
of the body.) The City of Baltimore will provide FREE 
physical examinations, blood tests, and treatment. The 
place to go is:

One very important thing to remember about your 
[you there — the doctor or his assistant will question 
\} you about your sexual contacts. He is not a fascist 
a, eg ekingingyp® because 
he asks you about your partner(s). He has only your 
health in mind when he questions you, because he 
wants to examine and treat your partner(s). It is pretty 
fucking stupid, as well as pretty stupid fucking, to get 
treatment yourself and be cured, and then go nght 
back to your partner(s) and get the disease all over 
again. Also, for those who may not know, the only 
way (except by bdlood transfusion or shooting drugs 
by common needles) for you to get syphilis or clap 
is by direct contact with the infected skin or mucous 
membranes of an infected person (see below). 

A point of import is that the highest rate of 
rise of untreated venereal disease is among the Gay 
people. This may be because of fear of repression if 
you go for treatment, or because of ignorance of the 
fact that syphilis and gonorrhea are transmitted by 
sexual contact between persons of the same sex, es- 
pecially males. Again I say, go to the North Ave. clinic. 
The person asking you questions about contacts will 
not send the pigs after you and your friends — that 
information is strictly for the Benefit of the health of 
all of you. Another reason for this high incidence of 
cases among gay people is that, because of their 
methods of sexual relations, the symptoms of VD may 
be different, in location or severity — or there may 
be no symptoms at all, especially with syphilis. For 
this group the blood test is even more important. Gay 
may be good, but syphilis is fatal. 

Straight, Gay, sheep-fucker, or whatever — if ycu 
are still paranoid about going to the city-run clinic, 
call HARRY and arrangements will be made for you 
to be seen by a private doctor, free of charge. 

One last general principle of concern: don’t treat 
yourself, even if you have the night medicines. In most 
cases, the disease will be only partially treated, which 

{ is worse than no treatment, since it can mask symp- 
toms, but not cure you. Also, the treatment drugs 
can have side effects that can easily top an acid/speed 
bummer if you used the wrong dose, or if you are 
allergic. ALL VENEREAL DISEASE SHOULD BE 
TREATED AND FOLLOWED UP BY A PHYSICIAN. 

A word about prevention. A good old-fashioned 
rubber can reduce the danger of infection from genital 
lesions, as can washing the genitals with soap and water 
immediately after use, and urination at that time can 
help somewhat. If you use a rubber, don’t touch the 
outside with your hands when you're finished, use a 
paper towel or toilet paper to touch it and throw it 
away. Creams and ointments of various kinds are 
generally not effective and may be harmful. 

Now we can discuss cach disease in some detail.

SYPHILIS 


Syphilis is a real bummer! 
It is probably as old as man- (You can see ancient 


skulls with syphilis in the bones at the Museum of 
Natural History.) It has been considered one of the 


great plagues of mankind. It once swept an entire 
continent, killing millions of people and cnppling 
millions more. This was around 1495 when the mercen— 
ary armies of Charles VIII of France dispersed over 
Europe after a campaign against Naples which failed 
because so many soldiers had contracted syphilis. 
There were many Spanish mercenaries, and the disease 
was attributed to them and their ladies, although the 
French called it the disease of Naples. Of interest 
is the treatise of a Spanish physician who clearly 
states that syphilis was unknown in Europe prior to 
1493, and that it was introduced into Barcelona 
by the men of Chnstopher Columbus's ships on their 
return. (America was fucking up the world even then!) 
We know today what a dread disease smallpox is, and 
the fear it stmkes in everyone. It got its name small 
only in companison with syphilis which was then called 
the great pox. 

What is syphilis? It is a contagious disease caused 
by a bug (germ, or bacteria) called Treponema Palli- 
dum. It is a disease involving many orgams of the body 
and ultimately can result in death. 


How Do You Get Syphilis? When the local banker 
gets it he says it was from a toilet seat. Bullshit! The 
germ causing it is very fragile and cannot live outside 
the body. That’s why, if we treated every case, we'd 
stamp out the disease completely. The banker ard you 
get it from a warm body (except as noted in the very 
very rare case of a transfusion and common needle. 
This is extremely rare because the germ is seldom in th 
blood except when it travels from one place to another. 
It does this early in the dmease and leaves its mark 
with the positive blood test.) The bug lives in the 
warm mucous membranes of the penis and vagina and 
from there can be transmitted to any other part of the 
skin or mucous membranes. (A mucous membrane is 
a thin pink membrane — the kind that line the mouth 
lips, and the inside of the penis and vagina.) Infections 
may form in the mouth, lips, tongue, rectum, finger, 
ear (whatever turns you on), or any other part of the 
body that has had genital contact. Gay people should 
note this particularly. These areas may develop the 
lesion of primary syphilis (see below) are are now 
contagious Contact at this time even by kissing can 
transmit the disease. Catching it this way is rare, since 
people seldom kiss and stop, and direct contact with 
the genitals produces the largest does of the germ from 
one person to another. : 

What are the symptoms? For our purposes, syphilis 
can be divided into four stages: primary, secondary, 
latent, and late. Congenital syphilis (of babies) will also 
be discussed. 

Primary Syphilis: You are highly contagious in this 
Stage, so go fuck Attorney General Mitchell, then go 
to the North Avenue clinic. The sore or lesion (any 
pathological or abnormal change in the tissues of the 
body) of ‘primary syphilis is called a chancre (pro 
nounced shank-er). It is a single, somewhat hardened 
ulceration that is not usually painful (although it may 
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be, especially when not on the genitals). It may be 
quite variable in appearance, from something re- 
sembling a pimple of pinhead size to a deep ulcer. 
Its onset is from 10 to 90 days after contact, and it 
may last from one to five weeks. It may or may not 
be accompanied by swollen lymph glands in the 
groin. It is usually found on the penis (most fre- 
quently on the head or the skin just behind it) and 
on the skin of the external genitais of a female. The 
catch here is that it is frequently inside the vagina 
or on the uterus (womb) and cannot be seen except 
by a doctor’s exam. It is also painless, so a woman 
frequently has no sign of the disease but is highly 
contagious. 

Remember also the chancre of pnmary syphilis 
may be anywhere you had genital contact — finger, 
rectum, lips, mouth, breast, ear, toe, etc. One of 


HARRY ’s readers recently asked about taking it in 
the ass. If you do this the ulcer may not be visible. 
Another HARRY reader asked about blow jobs and 
swallowing sperm. This can put the chancre inside 
the mouth and you might think it’s simply an infected 
tooth and not realize it’s primary syphilis. The doctor 
will diagnose primary syphilis by touching a slide to 
the chancre (it won't hurt) and looking at it under 
a microscope. He may do a blood test, which is usually 
negative here but positive in all the other stages. He 
will treat you with a large dose of injected penicillin 
and ask you to retum for a blood test every month 
for three months and every three months for a year. 
This is to be sure it’s wiped out. 

There are two catches to primary syphilis: (1) If 
you’ve had it before or been partially treated, there 
may be no chancre, no primary lesion, even in a male. 
(2) Even 4f you ere not treated, the primary lesion 
heals all by itself. The disease, however, goes its merry 
way on into secondary syphilis (as is the case when 
no primary lesion appears for reasons stated above). 
If you are treated in the primary stage you may be 
cured completely but can get the disease again. There 
is no immunity. 

SECONDARY SYPHILIS: This stage is the most 
highly contageous stage. Go fuck Spiro Agnew. Then 
rush to the clinic. This stage, as with the pnmary, can 
be extremely variable with lots of symptoms or no 
symptoms at all. However, the blood test is always 
positive here and the disease can be diagnosed even 
with no symptoms. 

When symptoms occur, they usually begin about 
six weeks after the primary chancre appears. They 
may occur as early as 2 and as late as 10 weeks. If there 
was no primary stage, then they can appear up to 
3 or 4 months after contact. The symptoms and 
Signs may last from 2 to 6 weeks. In untreated syphilis, 
this whole gamut of signs may recur singly or all 
together for the first few years of the disease. Each 
time they recur, the moist lesions of the skin and 
mucous membranes are highly contagious. The main 
symptom of secondary syphilis is a rash, which occurs 
all over the body. The problem here is that the rash is 
so variable that it looks like many other diseases. Of 
importance, though, is that there are thousands of 
individual lesions all over the body — all of which con- 
tain the germ and all are extremely infectious. The 
rash may vary from what resemble thousands of pim- 
ples (large or small ones) to a flat red-pink rash similar 
to measles. When the secondary rash occurs in the 
genital areas, it may look like an ordinary wort. The 
rash may also seem like a series of rings imprinted on 
the body. It almost always involves the inside of the 
mouth (where the lesions are usually ulcers or sores 
similar to the primary stage), the anal-genital area, 
and frequently the palms of the hands and soles of 
the feet. This serves to distinguish it from other

diseases. The lesions may be hardened and usually 
do not itch, although they can. The ones inside the 
mouth, whatever they look like, and the wart-like 
lesions of the genitals contain the most germs and 
are the most infectious (though all the skin lesions 
are infectious). Often the signs of secondary syphilis 
are limited to the rash and accompanying swelling 
of the lymph glands of the neck, groin, and under the 
armpits. 

However, there may be a whole host of symptoms 
and signs in addition to the rash. A patient may have 
a sore throat (unrelated to genital contact. This occurs 
even when the primary lesion was on the genitals), 
fever, headaches, muscle aches, the generalized feeling 
of the blahs or lack of energy. Localized areas of 
baldness (in both men and women) can be seen, giving 
the scalp a “moth-eaten’’: appearance. Occasionally, 
inflamation of the eyes occurs which can lead to sen- 
ous eye problems, including blindness. Pain and swel- 
ling of the bones and joints, acute nephrosis (bad kid- 
ney trouble), brain symptoms, and meningitis are rare 
at this stage but can be seen. The brain and bone prob- 
lems are the liaUauark of ihe laie stage. 
stage may be absent and the patient can progress 
right into the latent and late stages. However, even 
in the absence of symptoms, the blood test is positive, 
and diagnosis is possible. Adequate treatment at this 
stage results in complete cure. The treatment and 
follow up are the same as for pnmary syphilis. 

LATENT SYPHILIS: Untreated or inadequately 
treated pnmary or secondary syphilis, with or without 
symptoms, progresses to this next stage. In latent 
syphilis, by definition, there are no symptoms and 
signs. This is by far the most frequent type of syphilis. 
Here the blood test 1s always positive. Although no 
symptoms are happening, the germ is at work inside 
the body. This stage lasts from months to years. The 
individual is contagious and may infect others for 
one year, probably for two years, and maybe for up to 
four years. After four years a patient is usually not 
contagious, though the disease continues to progress 
in him (her). In the first few months to years, relapses 
may occur into the secondary stage. These merge with 
the beginnings of the manifestations of late syphilis. 
Treatment of the early latent phase results in complete 
cure (less than four years after primary syphilis). Late 
latent presents a different problem. At this time a 
spinal fluid examination may have to be done. If nor- 
_ mal, treatment results in cure. If positive, the patient 
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is considered to have asymptomatic brain syphilis and 
means that treatment may or may not prevent sym- 
ptoms of brain syphilis — THE real bummer). 

LATE (TERTIARY) SYPHILIS — It is probably best 
to discuss bnefly how the disease affects various parts 
of the body during this stage which may begin soon af- 
ter secondary syphilis or may start man’, many years 
later. Its manifestations can be so variable that many 
doctors do not think of syphilis as the diagnosis. Bre 
tlood test is positive here. That is why everyone should 
ahve penodic blood tests for syphilis. especially when 
they have symptoms the doctor can’t figure out or 
cure. 

SKIN AND MUCOUS MEMBRANES. The lesion here 
is called a GUMMA which begins as a painless, nodular 
tumor (or may resemble the secondary stage). These 
can then progress to ulcerations involving the entire 
face or an arm or leg. The sight of these is as hideous as 
leprosy. Despite their horrible look, they are treatable 
and do heal, although they scar upon healing (which 
secondary stage skin lesions do NOT). 

BONES AND JOINTS. This takes several forms al- 
though pain and swelling arc the usual symiptoms. If a 
gumma exists inside a bone, it is curable. 

If the bone has more severe inflammation, or if a 
weight bearing joint is destroyed, or if the cartilage of 
the nose is destroyed (resulting in loss of the tip of the 
nose as in leprosy), it’s too late baby — none of these 
are treatable, but treatment may prevent further des- 
truction. 

LIVER AND STOMACH. These organs may be swollen 
and tender. One of the main problems Is that s, philis 
here may resemble cancer and an operation may be 
necessary to tell them apart. They may respond to 
treatment. 

FYF A vanety of eye involvement occurs in about 
10% of late syphilis, which may be cured or progress to 
blindness despite treatment, depending on the kind of 
eye involvement. 

MISC. Before going on to the two big ones, it should 
be pointed out that syphilis in this stage can involve 
any organ of the body from the larynx (voice box) to 


produce hoarseness, to causing lumps on the breast. 


HEART — The majority of deaths from syphilis oc- 
cur due to involvement of the heart and its major 
blood vessel to the body, the AORTA. There are many 
ways syphilis affects the heart, all of them bummers. 
The worst is the formation of an ANEURYSM (ba- 
looning out) of the AORTA near the heart. This is un- 
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affected by treatment and will soon blow out and re- 
sult in death. 

CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM. The involvement of 
the brain and spinal cord is a permanent bad trip. This 
and heart involvement account for 90% of deaths but 
this is the worst foim since in addition to blowing your 
mind, it causes a whole variety of problems iicluding 
trouble walking, severe pains in the legs and stomach 
due to nerve involvement, urinary problems, sexual 
impotence and blindness due to brain involvement. The 
worst bummer is the psychosis (insanity) which causes 
the patient to be out of his mind, bedridden, unable to 
move or eat, before he dies. The response to treatment 
is generally poor at this stage, although it may helif (if 
given early) to prevent further progression. 

In all the late stages, and late latent, treatment is 
huge doses of penicillin, repeated at several intervals. 
CONGENITAL (NEWBORN) SYPHILIS. “War is harm- 
ful to children and other living things.” So is syphilis. 
A pregnant mother with syphilis will transmit it to her 
unbom child, and when bom, the child has a deform- 
ed, hornble appearance, similar to a napalmed viet- 
namese child we've all seen pictures of The tragedy is 
that both are preventable, NIXON'S NAPALM and the 
baby’s syphilis. If a woman is adequately treated, prior 
to pregnancy, this will prevent her offspring from con- 
tracting syphilis, if she does not get it again during 
pregnancy. The way to prevent this is to have her mate 
checked by a doctor. One of the few good laws the es- 
tablishment has is the syphilis bood test before mar- 
nage. It is designed to protect unbom children — the 
same unborn children damaged by Nixon's herbicides. 
If the baby survives birth and is not severely deformed 
(a less than 50-50 chance), then he will go through a la- 
tent and late stage simular to an adult, and may be re- 
ceptive to treatment. 

One further danger of self treatment should be 
pointed out. In people allergic to penicillin, large doses 
of TCTRACYCLINE are used. If a woman is pregnant, 
these may severely harm the baby and could kill her. 

One last point about treatment. About 50% of pa- 
tients treated, especially with early syphilis, may ex- 
perience fever, headache, weakness, muscle aches, and 
flare up of skin lesions, within a few hours after treat- 
ment. Don’t worry about it if this happens. It is the re- 
action of the drug killing all the germs. All of this us- 
ually goes away in a few hours in the early stages. In

It's important that the neighborhood 
have real control of the land and build- 
ings in that neighborhood.

One approach to 
dealing with rented housing is a tenants’ 
union. | quote from “Ann Arbor Rent 
Strike,” by Peter Denton and Nancy 
Holstrom: 

“The goal of the rent strike is to 
form a tenants’ union made up of all 
those willing to strike, which would be 
the sole bargaining agent for tenants who 
are members of the union. Recognition 
of the union is a pre-condition to any 
negotiation. The strategy is to put eco- 
nomic pressure on the landlords by with- 
holding the rents. Since the burden of 
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legal initiative is on the landlords, all - 
tenants have to do is stay where they | 
are. 

“Landlords have to undertake the ex- | 
pense of taking their tenants through 
the courts, which are very clogged up so 
that it could take several months. Under | 
Michigan law the worst that can happen | 
to a tenant is that he/she be forced to 
pay the rent (plus minimal court costs) 
or leave. Meanwhile, the landlords would 
be without their money all this time, and 
since thev are usual'y over-extended, this 
would pui chem in a real bind.” 

Properly applied terrorism can give 
negotiators a stronger hand, produce low- 
er property values and facilitate commun- 
ity and/or individual purchases. Apart- 
ment buildings can be made into co-ops 
where “rent” is used to make the pay- 
ments on the building. This is easier if 
government can be convinced that low 
interest loans (for down-payments) will 
be conducive to local peace. Landlords 
may or may not need “persuasion.” 
Personal and financial information about 
a landlord (city official, corporation ex- 
ecutive, etc.) can be researched to make 
persuasion less difficult:

The basic idea of supplying the neigh- 
borhood with food is two-fold. First, 
the victory garden--putting as much of 
the land area as possible into plants with | 
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many of these plants producing food or 
dope. If there are no hackyards, there's 
space for planters on the roofs, the fire 
escapes and in the windows. What used 
to be streets can be piled with dirt. Sec- 
ond, co-operative food buying. There are 
a variety of ways to do this; two of the 
most common are the food conspiracy 
and the co-op. A food conspiracy is 
simply a group that has organized to 
buy in quantity. A co-op is an actual 
store and the structure is more complex. 
The following is from the article “Food,” 
in the ‘Canyon Collective’ underground 
supplement on community change: 

“The basic equipment will include 
coolers for produce, eggs, meats, and 
dairy products. Adding machines and 
cash registers will be needed. When get- 
ting equipment you should try to find 
old, used stuff, even if it needs some 
work done on it. Often markets going 
out of business auction their equipment. 
Some form of transportation will be 
needed to haul food. 

“The legal red tape can be a form- 
idable opponent if you don’t look into 
it. Here is a list of things to think of 
but you should check your city, county 
and state statutes. The licenses that you 
may need are a retail liceiise, a meat and 
milk license, and a butcher's license (you 
may have to have a licensed butcher to 
cut and package the meat). You will 
need some kinds of insurance; possibil- 
ities include liability, fire, accident, and 
automobile. Check this out for your 
area.” 

Other problems may arise with in- 
spection, business law and the advisa- 
bility of incorporating as a non-profit 
organization. As the “Canyon Collective”’ 
warns, “if you are successful somone 
will try to shut you down.

Diana de Prima in her article, “*‘How 
To Take Care of Yourself When It Hap- 
pens,” gives these suggestions for preper- 
ation: 

“When it happens heavy—the pig will 
shut off all utilities. Stores may be closed 
for weeks. So... 

STORE (food per person) 20 Ibs. brown 
rice and whole wheat flour. 10 Ibs. 
com or oat meal and beans (high pro- 
tien like soy or kidney). 5 lbs. salt 
(sea salt is best). 2 quarts of vegtable 
oil. Dned nuts and fruits, canned tuna. 
(Don't forget the dog and other neces- 
ities like soap.) 

STORE (water) In 5 gal. jugs. Fill bath 
tub at first news of trouble. 

STORE (fire) Matches, coleman and/or 
hibachi stove and lots of fuel. 

STORE (first-aid supplies) And don’t for- 
get drugs—speed, downers, painkillers, 
antibiotics, vitamins (smack for pain 
and whiskey, nothing like whiskey for 


a war —PJ) 
STORE (power) Flashlight and radio bat- 
teries. 


Be prepared to split. Have your tick 
ets, your bread, extra ID. Be prepared

The weapons situation really 
amounts to this: get one and get lots 
of ammunition for it. Then learn how to 
use it.

This is not true of shotguns and 
rifles. The best things to shoot with in 
city action are: .38 Special revolvers, 


.45 service automatics, 12 gauge pump.

MT. VERNON

Street people from the Washington 
Monument east park have found over the 
past few years that the actions of the po- 
lice at Monument and Charles are no dif- 
ferent than the actions of the police at 
Monument and say, Caroline St. They 
may be white, but they're treated with 
the same kind of respect and harrassment 
that black people have lived with for de- 
cades~—- centunes. 

The most famous cases in past years 
include the bust of around ten people for 
playing music on the grass, Robert Kauf- 
man for selling his Commie propaganda, 
and Danny Reaser of Fellowship of Li- 
ghts who recieved eight months in jail for 
carrying a deadly weapon ~~ a two inch 
knife which he was using to extract a 
piece of glass from his foot. 

Macings, clubbings and general harrass- 
ment have been the life-style the strect 
people of the park have had to put up 
with from the police. In the past few 
weeks however, the cops have increased 
their oppression und have come down 
voiy hard on the brothers and sisters. 

On June 24, John Baer, a streetworkerr 
from Fellowship of Lights walked into 
the park and saw Sgt. George Schaffer, a 
proven park pig (P.P.P.). Harrassment and 
arrest of longhairs and street people it 
seems, are his chief hobbys. He is the na- 
stiest motherfucker on the Mt. Vernon 
Place beat. ‘““He was hassling people in the 
park who were wearing tank tops,” ac- 
cording to Baer. ‘“‘He made it clear that 
he was gcing to arrest them. He appro- 


ached me and told me I wasn’t to wear an 
undershirt in the park. He said it was in 
violation of Park Rule 2. 

So he busted Baer. 

Park Rule 2 states, among other things 
that, ‘“‘No male person in lieu of an outer 
shirt (wear) a sleeveless shirt of the type 
wom as underwear, but may wear sport 
shirts, T-shirts, polo shirts, sweat shirts 
or regular outer shirts.” 

One thing should be explained about 
Park rules, they are made by the Park 
Board——only. According to Douglass Ta- 
wney, Director of Recreation and Parks, 
neither the mayor, nor the city council 
can change a Park Rule. 

The Park Board is appointed by the 
mayor——that means they are patronage 
positions. What it amounts to is that the 
Park Board is an autonomous body-

divorced from the voice or wishes of the 
people. They can do what the fuck they 
want. 

Baer nad a preliminary hearing 
Which his lawyer asked Asst. States’ At- 
torney James Welch to rule that the tank 
top was not an undershirt. He refused. 
Welch is like that. After the last Balto- 
Cong demonstration, he appeared in cou- 
rt on his own time to help convict those 
long-haired bastards. 

Judge Jerome Robinson postroned 
the case until July 17. He also threw Dan- 
ny Reaser out of the courtroom for wear- 
ing a tank top. 

Danny told me about a mass bust 
earlier that week, “We got a call about 
12:30 about ten people were busted at 
the square. John, I, and Luck went 
down to Central. The receptionist was 
unresponsive. So we left for a while 
and called from a phone booth. The desk 
sergent said there were about seven or 
eight of them there hollering and scream- 
ing. They couldn't get anything done. He 
asked us to call back in about fifteen 
minutes. 

“They were busted for violating Park 
Rule 50—curfew violation. They go no 
verdict and no costs in court.” Here 
again the judge was Robinson. 

| talked with one of the cops who 
pulled that bust—John Vespa. He told me 
that he gave them no waming—that they 
ought to know better than to be in the 
park after midnight. He takes great plea- 
sure in busting us. There has been some 
talk in the park about letting Vespa 
know how we feel about his harrasse- 
ment. Letting him know god-damned 
Straight. 

Methods of stopping police harrasse- 
ment in the park have ranged from Lou 

% ’ : : 

Foxwell’s (Fellowship of Lights) idea of 
calling a meeting with the police and the 
community, to Danny and John’s idea of 
fighting it out in court after each bust 
(according to Baer; “Everytime we go to 
court we get a victory.’’), to other peo- 
ple’s ideas of trashing the police cars. 

Our response will be dictated by the 
actions of the police from now on.

SOUTHERN FRIED WOODSTOCK 


There it was — right in the middle of 
Maddox country. Two hundred thousand 
freaks (only a third of whom had bought 
tickets) making a new Woodstock. Few 
of them had made the 1500-mile trip 
north last summer, so this was thcir awa- 
kening. A lot of minds were blown, from 
twelve year old teenyboppers who were 
stunned by the collection of energy, to 
thirtyish locals who came there when 
they heard it had become free and drop- 
ped acid for the first time and dug it, to 
Governor Lester Maddox, who was sho- 
cked that such blatant immorality should 
come to his very doorstep. 

Govemor Maddox's shock to the con- 
trary, there were no hassles from the po- 
lice or townspeople. Many southern fre- 
aks complained to us that the south had 
been bum rapped by Easy Rider. From 


what we saw, that seemed to be true. The 
people were not just tolerant of freaks. 
they were almost oppressively hospitable. 

A continual traffic jam developed as 


the local straight people came to gawk 
and giggle at freaks swimming in the nude : : Re 
in the lakes and streams during the hot }” a" 
daytime hours. 

Dope was freely available, and most of 
it was good. There was one concession- 
type booth with a big sign, “Lids $15”. 
In “Acid Alley’, dealers were as thick as 
on the floor of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. When it was found that the fes- 
tival was in trouble financially, dealers 
were asked to contribute 10% of their 
gross. Many did. 

There wasn’t quite as much of a feel- 
ing of community as at Woodstock — Par- 
ticularly in the main Stage area, which 
many people ignored — perhaps because 
there was a somewhat smaller proportion § 
of true hard-core freaks. But there was 
enough to reinforce our faith in the fu- 
ture of the counter culture. 

For three days it was a liberated zone 
in the very heart of the pig. Another suc- 
cessful mass guerilla attack by the forces 
of Woodstock Nation.

It is near Hampden, and Hampden people 
don't always take kindly to freaks, so it 
would be advisable to avoid the place 
between 1:30 and 2:30 a.m. when the 
bars are letting out. 

I've never been hassled in there, but 
I] know some people who have been. 
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The hassling is by the customers — not 
the employees. There isn’t much of it, 
but it’s enough to knock off a half a 
bottle of Thunderbird in the Funk Gour-i 
met ratings. 

Now the food — good old American 
favorites. Hamburgers are .35 and .60, 
cheeseburgers are .45 and .70. They are 
good — far superior to those at regular. 
hamburger places. The french fries are 
superb at .30 (you get a lot of them). 
Breakfasts, although a little expensive, 
(juice, two eggs, bacon, toast, and coffee 
for $1.25), are prepared well. Hot cakes 
are a bargain at .5S0. Cokes are only 
.15. Deserts are not that good. 

They also have dinners from $1.15 for 
hamburger steak to $1.65 for a shmmp 
salad platter. All dinners include two 
vegetables and a roll and butter. 

They have a telephone number if you 
want to order in advance, too.

Chicken Shack. 

There will be a number of workshops 
and seminars, including ones on blues, 
guitar, and jazz-rock. 

The festival is being promoted by the 
people from Philadelphia's Electric Facto- 
ry, who put on last year’s Atlantic City 
Pop Festival. The promoters are apparent- 
ly rather insistent that, unlike other 
major festivals, people will not be able to 
get in free. Parking areas will be several 
miles from the festival and special busses 
will take people to the site. There will 
be a double fence around the concert 
area, with jeeps patroiiing the ten-foot 
area between the fences. 

A portion of the proceeds trom Har- 
monyville will go to HELP, a successful, 
freak-run switchboaid/free clinic/legal aid 
Organization in Philadelphia which has 
hopes of building their own hospital. 
HELP was started a year ago by mer- 


chants and dealers in Philadelphia.

TREE 
ARRESTED 


After a week of arresting protestors 
for wanting to plant a pine tree, the 
Army at Edgewood Arsenal finally agreed 
to the ceremony July 16. Twenty-nine 
protesters from A Quaker Action Group 
(AQAG), Project CBW from Baltimore. 
and elsewhere had been busted for tres- 
passing in their campaign to end chemical 
warfare at the Harford County base. 


In a PR-minded reversal, the Army 
decided to accept the tree as a “gift of 
beautification.”” But it will be planted 
by the arsenal landscaping staff. The 
Army came under liberal attack for its 
heavy-handed response to the protesters. 

The bulk of the arrests came on July 
9 and 10, when twenty-three were seized. 
They approached the gates at different 
times in small groups. 

One group, a pari of about seventy- 
five who laid siege to the Arsenal on 
Wednesday, July 8, walked through the 
gates carrying a small white pine seed- 
ling. They had forced the military auth- 
orities to close the gates for two hours 
after four protesters had tried to enter 
the base. When the authorities had to 


open the gates again to let the large vol- 
ume of traffic which had built up in- 


side leave, six demonstrators, including 
Steve Burns from Baltimore CBW, Char- 
les Glass, and David Vass walked through 
the gates and were arrested. 

Later four more were aysrested when 
they tried to recover the tree which 
had been run over by an army truck after 
the first bust. As soon as they stepped 
onto the federal property inside the base, 
they were “apprehended” as the army 
likes to call it. 

Another attempt to plant the tree was 
made later and five more people were 
marched off to the slams. 

The following day, three more at- 
tempts were made to plant the tree—all 
of them resulting in busts. One Baltimore 
person was arrested July 10 — Scott Plato. 

The actions of the group climaxed a 
series of marches and demonstrations in 
DD 
D.C., College Park, Laurel, Baltimore, 
and Fort Detrick in Frederick. They 
chose Edgewood because, as they put it, 
it “is responsible for the development, 
testing, and purchasing of chemicals (us- 
ed in CBW. It is also the national center 
for research on nerve gas and psycho- 
chemical substances."’ Their goal is not 
limited, however, to planting trees, they 
call for an end to CBW and want Edge- 
wood tumed into a “world environment- 
al center.” 

The group sponsored two long march- 
es, both leaving Fort McHenry on July 5 
after a rally which featured Pete Seeger. 
One march went to Ft. Dietrick where a 
tree was planted outside the base, and the 
other march went to Edgewood. 

The day after the first busts Judge 
James F. Garrity set bail on those from 
out of state at $250 and agreed to release 
Marylanders without bail. According to 
one person at the scene, it was the first 
bust for practically all of the demonstra- 
tors. ° 

According to another eyewitness, the 
scene in the courtroom must have been 
out of 1964. There was singing in the

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BOB DYLAN’S 


Now, Dylan brings us his Se/f-Portrait. 
He has at last brought. it together, in one 
moving and beautiful masterpiece, the 
greatness that was only hinted at in his 
other albums. Yes, we saw in Highway 6/ 
and Blonde on Blonde, Dylan’s surreal 
cosmic madness, in John Wesley Harding 
his mystic side, in Nashville Skyline his 
joyous love, and in this, his greatest al- 
bum yet, we see all of these aspects of his 
multi-faceteg talent raised to the highest 
peak of creative genius. 

Dylan reaches out to every branch of 
Amencan music for inspiration in this al- 
bum. He has old folk tunes, showbiz stan- 
dards, old rock songs, blues, modern folk 
classics, and ten or so original songs which 
are as good as anything Dylan has ever 
done. His voice is even smoother than on 
Nashville Skyline, but more than the 
stunning musicality of this dazzler is its 
importance to our generation. It is not 
just his self-portrait; it is ours. 

For this album will be to the 70’s 
what Sgt. Pepper’s was to the 60’s. In it, 
Dylan is a true prophet, telling us about 
life and love and everything important 
with a wisdom we have just come to un- 
derstand. 

Do you actually believe all this shit? 
Because if you do, you're an idiot. The 
album stinks, and the above paragraphs 
are the sort of overblown nonsense rea- 
ders have come to expect in reviews of 
Dylan albums. He is the Great Seer of the 
New Culture, and his merest dnbblings 
are scrutinized with a passion normally 
reserved for Shakespeare or Joyce. 

It’s nice to know that Dylan has a wife 
and three kids- and is happy as can be. 
No more drugs, no more tortured visi- 
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ons, no more anger, no more scorn. And 
no more songs worth your time. 

Dylan is writing vapid little ditties 
that seem to be warmed-over versions of 
vid folk songs. The words rhyme easily, 
and everything is ridiculously predictable, 
like the very worst of Tin Pan Alley. But 
Dylan doesn’t only do his own little tra- 
vesties, he does other travesties. 

“Blooooe Mooooooon. . .1 saw you 
standing aloooooone. -Dylan croons. 
Far out, right? No, just pathetic, actual- 
ly. If he did only one of these milk-of- 
magnesia ballads it might have been a- 
musing, but when he insists on doing a 
number of them, it becomes irritating 
and rather boring. It’s all there, schmaltz 
fans. “‘Take a Message to Mary.” “Let it 
be me’, “Take me as I am.” All these 
late great songs that Dylan pioneered 
overthrowing are now revived by none 
other than the great rebel himself. 

Dylan also brings his unsteady touch 
to otherwise excellent songs like “The 
Boxer’ and “Copper Kettle’’ and even his 
own ‘Like a Rolling Stone.’ The arrange- 
ments are often awkward in many of the 
album cuts, and in some of them he ob- 
trusively uses female singers who sound 


like truck stop waitresses. 
Most tragic, of course, Dylan’s de- 


mise as a composer of any importance. 
His achievements have been great, but un- 
less he comes out with an album of 
worth, he will have the value of Wayne 
Newton. 


EET TT BE

“Let it Be,” the Beatles’ latest album, 


is good, but it has too many disappoint- 
ments. On some of the cuts, the Beatles 
are as strong as they’ve ever been, and it 
is these songs which make the album a 
delight. But the weak songs mar it like 
the double white album was weakened by 
matenal that simply should not go ona 
Beatles’ album. 

The album, of course, has been float- 
ing around for more than a year now, 
causing Rolling Stone magazine to have 
made fools of themselves for several mo- 
nths by constantly predicting the immi- 
nent release of the album. The album was 
to have been keyed to the last song on 
the disc, ““Get Back.” 

“Get Back” came out as a single about 
the time cf Nashville Skyline and Music 
from Big Pink and Beggar's Banquet and 
The Beatles, or, at least, that’s the way it 
seems now, with all those influences turm- 
ing us back to roots. Primal energy and 
simplicity, and the Beatles, you see, put 
it in words... uh... GET BACK! So the 
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Beatles themselves were supposed to real- 
ly get back by doiny, the aibum “live,” 
with just one or two takes for each song, 
and no fucking around with electronics 
and studio effects, just getting in there 
and doing it. And all these studio things 
we never hear, like cursing and mistakes, 
would be in there very naturally, and we 
could get the fee/ of the Beatles making 
an album. 

“It was a lot of shit,” John Lennon 
says. Indeed, from what I could glean 
from shoddy bootleg albums I heard, 
Lennon was nght. The song “Teddy 
Boy,’ which is now on McCartney’s fluf- 
fy and pleasant little outing, occupied an 
inordinate amount of time on the ongi- 
nal, pre-Phil Spector version. Also, “Dig 
It,” now mercifully reduced to a joking 
filler, was an endless bore. All in all, the 
original ““Get Back’’ was not a good al- 
bum. 


So Phil Spector, reeking of schmaltzy 
arrangements, Righteous Brothers, “lo 
Know Him Is To Love Him,” teenage 
millionaire aura, Hollywood, bad taste, 
and an inordinate desire to produce both 
Dylan and the Beatles (what nerve!) was 
brought in to make some sort of package 
out of it all. Phil Spector Meets The 
Beatles, a new horror movie, we thought, 
gruesomely describing how an eveil mon- 
ster from the old culture devours four 
heros of the new. It was enough to give 
you nightmares. 

It is really not so bad what Spector has 
done to the album. He has trimmed some 
things that needed trimming, and he has 
helped to make ‘“‘Across the Universe,”’ 
by John Lennon, one of the finest things 
that the Beatles have done. The lyncs 
have that deft poetic touch we so ad- 
mired in “Lucy in the Sky with Dia- 
monds.” 

“Images of broken light dance before 
me like a million eyes, they call me on 
along across the universe,’ he sings, 
and then he sings the chorus, “Nothing’s 
going to change my world,” and then you 
freak out, because it is such a beautiful 
song. And much of that beauty comes 
from Spector, who has added far away 
voices and given Lennon's voice that flo- 
ating and removed sound, like in “I am 


the Walrus” or “Strawberry Fields.’’ Ad- 
ded all together, the songs sound as. . . 


astral. . as Lennon meant it to be. 

Unfortunately, as everyone knows by 
now, Spector blew it on ‘The Long and 
Winding Road.” Such schmaltz! Even En- 
glebert Humperdinck would have been 
embarrassed to have an arrangement like 
that. The strings and voices are so cloying 
that I actually think Spector did it to get 
revenge on McCartney. ‘So you don’t like 
me coming in to do the album, wise guy!”” 
Spector must have said. ‘‘Well, I'll fix you 
Ill make it so mawkish that even middle- 
aged housewives will throw up.” 


And then, of course, there is the 
much disputed handling of ‘Let it be.” 
He doesn’t use either the single, or the 
version we see in the film. He adds 
homs, tums up the bass, and makes 
sure that the drumming is obtrusive and 
irmtating. Good work, Phil, you shmuck. 
But it is still quite moving, and Spector's 
use of Harmson’s guitar is an improve- 
ment over any version I've heard. 

The two hard rockers, “I've got a 
feeling’ and “One after 909," are lots 
of fun and show, after all, that the 
Beatles are a good rock'n'roll group. 
Now, there is some sort of prejudice 
involved here. When the Stones do hard 
rock, it’s funky, but when the Beatles do 
it, they’re dumped on for being mind- 
less. Although the Beatles don’t try to 
sound black, when they do hard rock, 
It’s as exciting and wital as anybody 
including the stones. So there.

The best musician, probably, in the 
group is Jeff Silverman, the bass player.

the late stages, this reaction can be dangerous, one 
more reason that early treatment is important. 


GONORRHEA 

This is a contagious disease caused by a germ called 
neisseria gonorrhea or the gonococcus. It is one of 
the commonest bacterial diseases of man. Remember 
that gonorrhea may coexist with syphilis and its signs 
may present themselves faster than syphilis. This is the 
worst danger of self treatment. You can treat the 
gonorrhea and the syphilis may then be only partially 
treated, and go right on its merry way destroying you, 
without ever showing itself until the late stages. Also, 
we have the Vietnam war to thank for the germ now 
becoming resistant to penicillin. It used to be all 
curable with penicillin, but in Vietnam the germ is 
different, and enough Gis have returned and spread 
it all over the U.S. So now the chance of getting a 
bug which peniciliin is worthless to treat are about 
50-50. 

A few general points can be made. Although 
nowhere near as fatal as syphilis, there are complica- 
tions even if treated, particularly if treatment is 
delayed, or if there are many attacks. There is only 
one way (to get clap — genital to genital contact. It too 
is a fragile bug and cannot live outside the body. As 
with syphilis, if every case could be treated in the 
world, it could be wiped out. There are no lesions of 
the mouth, fingers, etc., that are contagious as exist 
with syphilis The disease can spread throughout a 
person’s body, but only the genital area is contagious 
The female vagina and birth canal infected with gonort- 
hea can infect a newborn baby’s eyes and cause blind- 


ness. That’s why most states require silver nitrate 
drops to be put in the eyes of all newbom babes. 


Gonorrhea in the male: symptoms vary from a

mild white or brownish-white discharge from the penis 
to severe pain on urination with blood in the urine, 
swollen tender balls (one or both), and high fever.

thral stricture (the urethra is the tube in the penis you 
pee and come out of). This is similar to pinching a 
straw in the middle —— not much comes through it. 
This results in practically lifelong urinary tract infec- 
tions and possibly problems with having children. 

The organism rarely spread through the blood- 
stream to involve the joints (a bummer), and the heart 
(fatal). Fortunately these are rare. The main reasons to 
have clap diagnosed and treated is to be sure syphilis is 
not hidden beneath it, to prevent the complications, 
and to rule out other diseases with similar symptoms. 


The biggest bummer of all this is the hidden syphilis. 
Gonorthea when adequately treated is cured, although 
it can be caught again and again. There is no immunity. 
Gonnorrhea in the Female. This presents a larger pro- 
blem because complications are more serious and more 
frequent than in a male. The symptoms vary from a 
picture where the woman is so sick she has to be car- 
ried to a doctor, with high fever, chills, severe abdom- 
inal or back pain, and pain and difficulty in urination. 
This is a frequent occurence in females and makes a 
diagnostic problem for the physician who has to be 
surc she docs not have acute appendicitis and needs an 
operation. 

Another form may be simply a painless discharge or 
a woman may have no symptoms at all, although she is 
infectious and she can have the same complications as 
a male. In addition, in women, the disease involves the 
internal organs almost always, the ovaries, tubes, and 
uterus (womb). This results in a high incidence of da- 
mage to these organs including: |) a high frequency of 
STERILITY - which means inability to have children. 
2) a high occurance of abscess in the ovaries or pelvis 
which ultimately requires surgery. 3) a very large inci- 
dence of pregnancy outside the womb, in the abdom- 
inal cavity —— a potentially fatal condition for mother 
and child. 4) the rare involvement of the outside of the 
liver. Treatment is double the dose in a male but she is 
cured if adequately treated before complications. Af- 
ter these occur it may be too late.
